In addition to the large prop- 
erty loss, hundreds of lives are lost 
every year due to flre on farms. 


Several factors contribute to 


heavy farm losses. Among these 
poor construction, the lack of

hay, straw, grain, etc. 


The principal causes of farm ^res 


are 
lightning, 
defective 
chimneys, 


sparks on roofs, matches and smok- 
ing, spontaneous combustion, petro- 
leum products and heating apparatus.

occur from

causes. Even lightning flres could be 
practically eliminated through proper 
installation 
of approved 
lightning 
rods.

MISLEADING WISCONSIN LABOR 


The executive council o£ the American 


Federation of Labor now in convention at 
Detroit has unanimously and completely 
indorsed citizens' military training- camps. 
The announcement will be received with 
surprise by labor in Wisconsin, which un- 
der the direction of its political mentors, 
has taken-a hostile stand toward the 
training camps. At the state convention of 
the Wisconsin Federation of Lab'or in 
Green Bay this summer a resolution of 
opposition to military training camps was 
presented and adopted. 
This is not the 


first error labor in Wisconsin has been led 
into by the politicians with whom it has 
seen fit to cast its lot in recent years. It 
•was persuaded to attack the world court 
by the Madison ring, notwithstanding 
labor nationally favored the world court. 
Labor has been deceived into believing 
that men like Elaine are its friends, 
whereas labor will find in the long run 
that they are not its friends, but are 
merely exploiters of its franchise.

.THE MISSING LINK 


Professor Heberlein, of the Netherlands 


government service, has discovered at 
Trinil, in Central Java, a complete skull 
of the prehistoric, ape-like creature term- 
ed by some the "missing link" and by 
science, Pithecanthropus erectus. 
The 


skull was found at the same place \\here 
Professor Eugene Dubois, of the Amster- 
dam university, discovered in 1892, the 
upper part of a skull. tv\o teeth and a 
thigh bone, from \\ hich v» as reconstructed 
the previously urkncra n ape-like human 
designated by the quite unpronounceable 
name. 


Certainly if it is true, this discovery is 


one of tbe most important ever made in 
the field of anthropology. It may enablg 
more accurate deductions to be made con- 
cerning the past history of the human 
race and may reasonably determine 
where we came from and through what 
stages we have passed in 'our "develop- 
ment. As a vital link in world history the 
skull, it it indeed exists, will be in-valu- 
able. 


That the skull has been discovered is 


indeed not nhlik'ely. ^Dr. Alex Hrdlicka, 
head of the department 'of ^anthropology 
of the Smithsonian institution, who only 
last summer made his way up the Solo 
river, in central Java, and made a labori- 
ous search where Professor Heberlein is 
reported to have found the-relic of • our 
past, believes the report is true as" do 
many eminent British scientists. 
Since 


the Dubois discovery at Trinil in 1892, 
the "graveyard of the race" has remained 
practically , undisturbed 
until 
Dr. 


Hrdlicka's visit. 


Each discovery of this character brings 


us a step nearer to the point where we 
shall be able to accurately piece out a con- 
nected history of our past.

No one would consider for a moment swee 


a sood horse's oats v.'Ith suiar* in. order to m" 
him tako them, argues Dr. Frank V. Bo^x.

Scaenoctady child specialist, rut the oats .n t':e 
manger and lctvthe horse take them or ica\e them. 


This sounds like horse sense. But it is reallv only 


horseman's sense. 


"My conception of the proper treatment of the 


undernourished child," Dr. Bogart observes, "is to 
feed htm as you would feed a good horse or dog." 


Dr. Bosert reminds us that no animal in his nat- 


ural environment 
obtains milk after leaving the 


mother's breast, and he appends, to this tact a 
striking- connotation: "No one Mould question the 
vigor of a lion or tiger in the wild, and an elephant 
develops a tusk 2 to 10 feet long." 


Animals in the natural environment have milk 


for tho sole or chief part" of their food throughout 
the first tenth of their life. By this analopv it 
should be all right to feed the child milk mainly 
until the age, o'f 6 to S years. 


But Dr. Bogcr's protest is not against the us<5 


of milk in the diet of the child. He says mat small 
quantities 
of milk with the meals are piobibb 


beneficial, but large quantities, he believes are t'e- 
letenous. He maintains that the recent hue and 
cry in favor of providing a quart of milk for everj 
child every day, and if necessary providing part or 
all of this as a free school lunch or a school lunch 
at cost, is unwise. Supply more and better food m 
the home, at commun-ty e:v.pense if need be, but 
don't run the risk of ruining appetite and digestion 
by the school lunch. Most of those wr-o get it, Di. 
s'ogcrt declares, don't need it. and those who <lo 
don't need it when thev get it. That is, he would 
not encourage betv een me^ls eating. 


Milk is not a necessity for tho older child, Di. 


Bogert insists. The -\itamms and lime salts ere 
readily and freelv supplied m other items of d.ct. 
The digestive tract requires the development which 
the addition of other foous than milk brings about. 
The eruption of the teeth should be taken as an 
indication that the digestive tract has dcvoloncd 
sufficiently to prepare its own emulsions from solid 
roods, and" the amount of milk should be. lessened 
Hither than increased at this period. The feeding 
intervals should be lengthened, too, to permit better 
recupcrat-on of the dgcstive oigans. 


Dr. Bogart decries the practice of coaxing the 


reluctant child to consume large amourts of milk He 
deplores the lengths to which some mothers go in 
this—one gave the child salt hcrrnnsr as a b.ilo 
for each dnnk of milk, and thus" complied v.itii the 
rule laid down bv the Ur-ited States labor derail- 
ment. Others tempted the children with vanous 
concoctions of egg nog and divers and sundrv tlav- 
ors with the milk. Such children, Jhowever, are 
generally pale, flabby, peevish, tired, lacking in re- 
sistance and plagued .- th 
poor digestion, even 


though they be up to the arbitrary standards of} 
height and we'srht!

Less stress on the consumption of nrlU, and more 


on the addition of the solid foods, less "sloppv fooa" 
and less between meals feeding, seems to be Dr.

also has written philosophy and poe- 
try and is the 
author 
of saveral 


pamphlets on prohibition. 
He wrote 


"A philosophy of Life in Rhyme" and 
"Prohibition Rhymes." Some" of his 
poems as a satire on the liquor busi- 
ness will be recited during his debate..
